WASHINGTON, May 30. — The 


“new program” of the United 
States in dealing with naval arma« 
ments, first set forth officially by 
Ambassador Hugh B. Gibson in his 
address last month to the Prepara- 
tory Disarmament Commission at 
Geneva, was repeated today by 
President Hoover in a speech at a 
Memorial day celebration in Ar- 


'lington National Cemetery. 


Through the radio, the pledge 6f 
the President to seek “actual re- 
duction” and not mere limitation 
of armaments—to endeavor to 
translate the aspirations of the 
Kellogg: peace pact into reality— 
was carried to listenera throughout 
the Nation. 

Stressing the views which, 
through Gibson, he gave to the 
world at Geneva, the President de- 
clared that some “rational yard~ 
stick” for the measuring of naval 
strength must be found. 

Hopes to Find Standard. 

“So far.” he said, “the worid 
has*failed to find such a yardetick. 
To say that such a measure cannot 
be found is the counsel of despair, 
it is a challenge to the naval au- 
thorities -of the world, it is the 
condemnation of the world to the 
Sisyphean toil of competitive arme- 
aments.” 

President Hoover then reiterated 
that the United States had estab- 
lished a new policy in coping with 
this problem. In spite of all that 
had been done by way of limita- 
tion, he said the net result had 
been the building of more fighting 
ships. The time had now arrived, 
in his opinion, when we must Lnow 
whether the Kellogg peace pact was 
real or merely a pious aspiration: 
whether we were to have an actual 
lessening of competitive building

Powder in Underground Vault 
Blows Up: No One Hurt.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., May 30.—

this afternoon, shaking the imme- 
diate section of the city.

921,000, the ninth $475,209,000. 
and the tenth $485,928,000. There- 
after until the end of the thirty-

More Building Follows Pact. 


Even since the signing of the 
Kellogg treaty, the President said, 
every important country had been 
engaged in naval building. He told 
of the “fear and suspicion” that 
were played upon in order to in- 
duce nations to prepare for war. 
Fear and suspicion would continue, 
he predicted, unless the world 
could be brought to an actual re- 
duction of armaments. 


“Actual reduction’—that was 
the keynote of his thought. He 
repeatedly emphasized reduction, 
not limitation, as the goal to be 
sought. If this could be achieved, 
men would think less and less 
about resort to armed force, 
he said, more men would be avail- 
able for productive labor, the 
“deadening burden of unproduc- 
tive expenditures” would be re- 
lieved, and at last the world would 
“breathe an air cleared of poison, 
of destructive thought and of po- 
tential war.” 


Lays Wreath on Tomb. 


Preceding his speech, the Pres- 
ident laid a wheath on the tomb 
of the Unknown Soldier in Arling- 
ton Cemetery. Mrs. Hoover laid 
a single rose on the tomb. 


The annua! parade of veterans of 
the Civil, Spanish-American, Indian 
and World wars, with the repre- 
sentatives of patriotic societies and 
their pilgrimage to the cemetery 
preceded the President’s address. 


Beside the tomb of Gen. John A, 
Logan, who as commander in chief 
of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic issued in 1868 a proclamation 
designating May 30 as Memorial 
day, the lllinois State Society today 
honor the memory of that Civil 
War commander. 


Senator Deneen placed a wreath

TEXT OF MEMORIAL 
DAY ADDRESS BY 
THE PRESIDENT 


The text of President Hoover's 
Memorial day address follows: 

“Fellow countrymen: 

“Over the years since the Civil 
War, the Grand Army of the Re- 


public has conducted this sacred 
ceremony in memoriam of those 
who died in service of their coun- 
try. The ranks of their living com- 
rades have been steadily thinned 
with time. But other wars have 
reaped their harvest of sacrifice 
and these dead, too, lie buried here. 
Their living comrades now join in 
conduct of this memorial, that it 
may be carried forward when the 
noble men who today represent the 
last of the Grand Army shall have 
joined those already in the great 
beyond. 

“This sacred occasion has im- 
pelled our Presidents to express 
their aspirations in furtherance of 
peace. No more appropriate tri- 
bute can be paid to our heroic dead 
than to stand in the presence of 
their resting places and pledge re- 
newed effort that these sacrifices 
shall not be claimed again. 


Armaments Increasing. 


“Today, as never before in peace, 
new life-destroying instrumentali- 
ties and new systems of warfare 
are being added to those that even 
so recently spread death and deso- 
lation over the whole continent of 
Kurope. Despite those lessons every 
Government continues to increase 
and perfect its armament. And 
while this progress is being made 
in the devélopment of the science 
of warfare, the serious question 
arises—are we making equal prog- 
ress in devising ways and means to 
avoid those frightful fruits of men’s 
failures that have blotted with 
blood so many chapters of the 
world’s history? 

“There is a great hope, for since 
this day a year ago, a solemn dec- 
laration has been proposed by 
America to the world and has 
been signed by 40 nations. It 


states that they solemnly declare 
in the names of their respective 
peoples that they condemn recourse 
to war for the solution of interna- 
ti al controversies, and renounce 
it as an instrument of national pol- 
icy in their relations with one an- 
other. 

“Agree that the settlement or so- 
lution of all disputes or conflicts 
of whatever nature or of whatever 
origin they may be, which may 
arise among them, shall never be 
sought except by pacific means. 

“That is a declaration that 
springs from the aspirations and 
hearts of men and women through- 
out the world. It is a solemn co- 
venant to which the great nations 
of the world have bound them- 
selves. 

Talk Peace While Arming. 


“But notwithstanding this noble 


assurance, preparedness for war 
stiN advances steadily in every 
land. As a result the pessimist 


calls this covenant a pious expres- 
sion of foreign offices, a trick of 
statesmen on the hopes of humani- 
ty, for which we and other nations 
will be held responsible without re- 
With this view I cannot 


serve, 
agree. 

“But, if this agreement is to 
fulfill its high purpose, we and 


other nations must accept its con- 
sequences; we must clothe faith 
and idealism with action. That 
action must march with the inex- 
orable tread of common sense and 
realism to accomplishment, 

“If this declaration really rep- 
resents the aspirations of peoples; 
if this covenant be genuine proof 
that the world has renounced war 
as an instrument of national poli- 
cy, it means at once an abandon- 
ment of the aggressive use of arms 
by every signatory nation and be- 
comes a sincere declaration that 
all armament hereafter shall be 
used only for defense. Conse- 
quently, if we are honest we must 
reconsider our own naval arma- 
ment ane the armaments of the 
world in the light of their defen- 
sive and not their aggressive use. 
Our navy is the first, and in the 
world sense the only important 
factor in our national prepared- 
ness. It is a powerful part of the 
arms of the world. 


For Relative Preparedness. 


“To make ready tor defense is 
a primary obligation upon every 
statesman and adequate prepared- 
ness is an assurance against ag- 
gression, But, if we are to earnest- 
ly predicate our views upon re- 
nunciation of war as an instrument 
of national policy, if we are to set 
standards that naval strength is 
purely for defense and not for ag- 
gression, then the strength in fight- 
ing ships required by nations is 
but relative to that of other pow- 
ers. All nations assent to this— 
that defensive needs of navies are 
relative. Moreover, other nations 
concede our contention for parity 
in naval strength with the strength 
of the Powers. With these princi- 
ples before us our problem is to se- 
cure agreement among nations that 
we shall march together toward re- 
ductions in naval equipment. 


“Despite the declarations of the 
Kellogg pact, every important 
country has since the signing of 
that agreement been engaged in 
strengthening its naval arm. We 
are still borne on the tide of com- 
petitive building. Fear and sus- 
picion disappear but slowly from 
the world. Democracies can only 
be led to undertake the burdens 
of increasing naval construction 
by continued appeal to fear, 
by constant envisaging of possible 
conflict, by stimulated imaginings 
o fnational dangers, by glorifica- 
tion of war. Fear and suspicion 
will never slacken unless we can 
halt competitive construction of 
arms. They will never disappear 
unless we can turn this tide to- 
ward actual reduction. 


Rational Yardstick Needed. 


“But to arrive at uny agreement 
through which we can, marching 
in company with our brother na- 
tions, secure a reduction of arma- 
ments, but maintaining a just pre- 
paredness for the protection of our 
people, we must find a rational 
yardstick with which to make rea- 
sonable comparisons of their naval] 
units with ours and thus maintain 
an agreed relativity. So far the 
world has failed to find such a 
yardstick. To say that such a 
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measure cannot be found is the 


counsel of despair, it is a challenge | 


to the naval authorities of the 
world, it is the condemnation of 
the world to the sisyphean toil of 
competitive armaments. 

“The present administration of 
the United States has undertaken 
to approach this vital problem 
with a new program. We feel that

FORMER PRESIDENT

D. O’Brien, prominent figure in 
baseball circles for more than 25 | 
years, died yesterday from the ef-) 
fects of poison accidentally admin- 
istered, a chemical analysis re- 
vealed today.

LONDON, May 31.—Despite the 


smashing successes of the Labor 
party in the general election at the 
expense of the Conservatives, 
enough returns were in hand this 
evening to show that the Laborites 
could not obtain an absolute ma- 
jority in the new Commong over 
all other parties. 

Ramsay MacDonald, Labor lead- 
er, was jubilant this morning: 

“The results are magnificent,” 
he said. “The Government has 
lost the confidence of the coun- 
try and Labor has won it.” 

In yesterday's election the Labor 
party, headed by Ramsay MacDen- 
ald, former Premier, led in num- 
ber of seats, with the Conserva- 
tives, headed by Prime Minister 
Stanley Baldwin, second, and the 
Liberals, headed by former Pre- 
mier David Lloyd George, a poor 
third. 

There are 615 -nembers of the 
House of Commons. Reports from 
591 of these 615 constitutencies 
give the division by parties as fol- 
lows: 

Labor 287; Conservatives, 246; 
Liberals, 51; others, 7. 

The remaining returns will not 
be in for a few days but cannot af- 
fect the general result. 

It is impossible for the Con- 
servative to reach the Labor fig- 
ures, thus making it certain for 
the first time the Labor party will 
have a larger representation in 
Parliament than any other party. 

Figures on the popular vote so 
far as tabulated follow: Labor, 
6,607,000; Conservatives, 6,679,507; 
Liberals, 3,941,442; others, 179,349. 

In the last parliament the divi- 
sion stood: Conservatives, 400; 
Labor, 162; Liberals, 46: others, 7. 

The Labor showing was the larg- 
est in its history. At the time that 
it held power in 1923 supported 
by the Liberale it had 191 
votes while the Liberals had 159, 
and the Conservatives 259. 


Idoyd George Holds the Key. 

This election marks the over- 
throw of the Baldwin Conservative 
government which has been in 
power for five years, during which 
time it had a majority of 185.
